COMPEATION among the students of the de- 
partments and faculties in the matter of ath- 
letics is an accepted procedure, not only at McGill, 
but at most universities. It allows the few students 


who take advantage of the opportunity a means of | 


advancing: their own bodily physique in a pleasur- 
able manner. The remaining students, however, 
are shut out; they may look in on the game, but 


leven this may not interest. them, ‘though they may 


be quite as energetic, resourceful, ‘and ‘anxious to 
?/accomplish something as their sporting contempor- 
aries. 

To help give these young worthies an outlet 
for their effervescent vitality many means have 
been devised, which include the usual debating 
contests and study clubs, Dramatic tourneys are 
as yet rare, which is a pity, since the varied as- 
pects that enter into play production are so num- 
erous as to enlist the aid of the usually unregarded 
hobbyists, as well as those who feel anxious to 
strut a part before the eyes of many.
